Dr. Plescia and 1 have estimated that . basic equipment for such a division would
cost about $20-25,000. We have an itemized list which could be furnished if and
when it would help you.

If the Division could start on some such basis it should function
as a very useful and productive part of the Institute. If I were to be considered
as division chief it might be possible for me to close out my work here by
June 30, 1955,
